In Virginia it is observed 
as Confederate Memorial Day. The 
8rd of June, which is the. birthday 
of Jefferson Davis is Confederate 
Memorial Day in Uouisana and Ten- 
nesseé; the 26th of April in Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia; and Missis- 
sippi and the 10th of May in North 
Carolina and South Carolina. 

Until the World War, Memorial 
Day was a day of memories when a 
little procession;
